W ASHINGTON. June 18 (/P) — 
Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach 
plans to take over the threatened 
soft coal dispute July 1 when the 
government returns the mines to 
the owners.

while the Bureau of Mines was re­ 
porting that only enough coal to 
last the nation 33 days was above 
ground on May 1 — last date for 
which figures are available. 
An official of the bureau said the 
total—an 11.6 per cent drop from 
April 1 — was mainly due to heavy 
exports. A 30-day stockpile is con­ 
sidered serious, he said. A 40-day 
supply would be normal. 
Schwellenbach might even move 
into the soft coal picture before 
July, it was reported, to attempt to 
negotiate a contract in time to fore­ 
stall a po.s8ible strike. 
He would have until July 7, when 
a 10-day miners’ vacation ends.

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Martin Predicts Congress Three-Year-Old

WASHINGTON. June 18 CZP) — A 
prediction that Congress will vote 
at this session to permit veterans to 
cash their terminal leave bonds im­ 
mediately 
was 
made 
today 
by 
Speaker Martin (R-Mass). 
Meanwhile, a House committee 
acted to deny Communists any vet­ 
erans* benefits. 
Martin told newsmen that Con­ 
gress, 
using 
“savings’* 
obtained 
through budget reductions, could 
permit payment of the leave bonds 
right away and thus reduce the na­ 
tional debt against which they are 
now charged. Treasury figures show 
that veterans now own $1,830,455,000 
worth of the bonds. 
He said the step also would save 
the government money this way: 
The Treasury can now borrow 
money at one and cne-half per cent. 
But it is paying two and one-half 
per cent interest on the bonds, 
which do not mature and cannot be 
cashed for five years after date of 
Issue. 
Martin said the measure would 
allow veterans to retain the bonds 
until they mature, if they wish to 
do so. 


A few hours earlier, the House 
Veterans Committee, in executive 
session and without advance notice, 
approved a bill to deny all veterans' 
benefits to (a) Communists, (b) 
those in sympathy with the party’s 
aims, and (c) those owing allegiance 
to Russia. 
Rep. Crow (R-Pa), a wartime 
colonel and author of the bill, said 
it would cover terminal leave bonds, 
educational rights and subsistence 
allowances, and any future benefits 
voted veterans.

— There 1% one 
flung genial, big Jim Farley forgot 
to mention in his illuminating Col­ 
lier's confessions on how he broke 
with Franklin Roosevelt — namely 
Mrs. Parley. 
Bess Farley Is a subject dear to 
Jim 's heart 
and 
one which 
he 
doesn't like to talk about where the 
Roosevelts are concerned. 
But to 
those who watched Jim during the 
years he was in the New Deal, it 
IS inescapable that Be.ss played a 
major role in his gradual drift away 
from "Tlic Bass.” 
Mrs. Parley 
hated Washington 
and never hesitated to .say .so. She 
also 
dksliked the Roosevelts, and 
was 
almast as indiscreet in her 
rem arks abifUt them as she was 
about Washington. 
She refu.sed to live in the Nation's 
Capital, in fact was the only Cab­ 
inet wife who did not take her phire 
here 
beside her 
husband. 
Thw 
forced Jim to be a commuter. At 
first he .spent about five days a week 
in Washington, with two day.s in 
New 
York. Then 
he 
gradually 
drifted into 
spending 
about 
two 
days in Wa.shington. sometimes less. 
True. New’ York politics was im­ 
portant. ALso Jim toured the coun­ 
try a great deal. But the job of 
running a giant organization such 
as the Post Office Ek*partment, plus 
the Democratic National Committee, 
plus being an adviser to the Pre.s- 
Ident ordinarily requires 7-days-a- 
week concentration. 
And it » frequently happened that 
when FDR called intimate confer­ 
ences, 
Jim 
Parley 
jikst 
wasn’t 
around.. 
He was up in New York 
with his family. 
More important than this, how­ 
ever, in the final Parley-Roosevelt 
break was the con.riant poison which 
Mrs. Parley poured into Jim ’s heart, 
plus the fact that FDR couldn’t 
help but know about this poison. 
Once when the Farleys were walk­ 
ing down 5th Avenue in New York, 
Be.ss pointed to a big, shiny black 
limousine. 
"Look at that!" she said. "That’s 
the kind of a car I would be riding 
in if you weren't w’orking for that 
Ingrate. 
Instead, I’m walking!" 
Obvioasly, Jim couldn’t maintain 
two establishments in New York 
and Washington on a Cabinet offi­ 
cer’s meagre salary; and the more 
he went into debt, the more Bess 
Parley 
demanded 
that 
he 
leave 
Roasevelt 
She kept harping home 
the Idea that Jun had made Roase­ 
velt. that il it hadn’t been for Jim 
there wouldn’t be any Rooscveff, 
and that it was time Jim got away 
and let Roosevelt collapse. 
So. afterwhilc. Jim Farley really 
got to believe that all this was true. 
T hat was one of the most import- 
any factors in the break between 
the two once great friends. 
Note—Though Parley complained 
that he was not invited to the 
White House socially, the real fact 
was that Mrs. Parley was seldom 
in Washington. 
In addition, the 
Roosevelts knew all too well how 
Bess felt tow’ard the President, and 
social gatherings under such cir­ 
cumstances don’t flourish. 
Fascist Report Suppressed 
Today the House Administration 
Committee will decide whether it 
is sufficiently interested in oppas- 
ing Fascism to report to the full 
Hou.se of Representatives a recom­ 
mendation to print a Library of 
Congres.s study of "Fascism in ac­ 
tion." So far the report has been 
blocked in committee. 
Last year a report on "Commun­ 
ism’ in action” w'as printed imme­ 
diately.

Tax Bill Have’'Left Wing' Ring

The President .said that the He- 
ptiblicaii spoiLsored bill tailed "to 
give relief where it i.s most needed ’* 
Then he went on to .say that a 
family with an income of $ 2.500 
would be given a .saving of less 
than $ 30 while taxes on income of 
$ 50,000 would be reduced by nearly 
$ 5,000. He added that the $ 2,500 
family would get an irKrea.se in 
"take home" pay of only 1.2 per 
cent while the family with an in­ 
come of $ 50,000 would receive an 
increase of 18.6 per cent.

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Current Coal Controversy 
The recent collapse in negotiations between John 
L Lewis and operators representing 75 per cent of 
the nation’s soft coal mines has m any grave poten­ 
tialities. It could, for example, lead to a strike which 
would imperil the production of the coal this country 
and the entire world so sorely needs. Going deeper 
atm, It Is an example of how unreasonable union 
dem ands may further inflate the wage-price spiral. 
The coal operators offered the miners and increase 
of 15 cents an hour. This is In conformity w ith the 
wage pattern recently established in other basic and 
comparable industries, such as steel and motors. But 
Mr Lewis flatly refused this, and demanded 35 cents 
an hour. On top of that, he made other demands 
w hich would have reduced the productive working 
day to only six-and-one-half hours. 
Lastly, he de­ 
m anded th at the royalty contributed by the operators 
to the m iner’s welfare fund be doubled—even though 
under the present flve-cents-a-ton-rate, It Is building 
the fund by more than $25,000,000 a year, and am ounts 
to a tax on owners which Is unprecedented in basic 
Industry. 
All of this m ight be Justified lf th e coal m iners 
were underpaid and overworked. The fact is th a t the 
coal m iners receive the highest average wage of 
workers in any m ass Industry, and their working 
conditions have been steadily improved. 
All th e 
operators asked, to offering their 15-cents-an-hour 
boost to a wage which is already a t a record level, 
was th a t the m iners put in an actual 8-hour working 
day in return. 
Any wage increase will obviously be directly re­ 
flected in the cost of coal to the public—and wages 
are the largest single item in the cost of mining coal. 
If excessive wage demands are accepted, coal will 
eventually be priced out of m any m arkets, there will 
be further price inflation throughout Industry, and 
to the long run, m iners will And th a t Jobs are fewer 
and real income is lower. T h at is th e significance 
at the current controversy. 


Employment Gains 
Instead of continuing th e m inor decline th a t 
showed up in April, the employment curve in May took 
an upward jum p and reached an all-tim e high in 
term s of civilian jobs. 
At the same time, reports 
indicate th a t retail sales are holding up better th a n 
expected. 
Consequently some governm ent analysts 
—who have flunked on every economic guess since 
th e war—are now reported to feel th a t forecasts of 
a recession were a t least prem ature. 
They appear to have good reason for this con­ 
clusion. in spite of their past score. 
Not including 
th e 1,470.000 in the armed services, 58,330,000 Ameri­ 
cans were working for pay last m onth. 
This is an 
impressive and encouraging figure. 
There have been 
recent periods when total employment is higher—in 
July and August of 1945 and 1946—but these m onths 
should not be compared with May, 1947. 
Employment is usually a t a peak during July and 
August when the crops are being harvested. 
Most 
significant, the usual spring rise in agricultural em ­ 
ploym ent this year accounted for only part of the 
May increase. 
Of the 1.500,000 added, 500,000 were 
In non-farm lines. 
The other side of the picture, unemployment, also 
looked better during May. 
Unemployment fell by 
450 OOO, leaving the total a little under 2,000.000—and 
th a t is close to the practical minimum. 
These sta ­ 
tistics indicate th at a possible adjustm ent period has 
been postponed and may not be too disturbing when 
it does come. 


Ocean and Air Fuel 
Hearings have begun before the Senate Foreign 
Reiations Committee on the treaty between the United 
States and G reat Britain about oil. 
The treaty was 
signed September 25, 1945. but has not yet been ra ti­ 
fied 
The pact becomes particularly im portant now 
because of the aid this country is about to give Turkey 
end Greece. 
If this aid is to be successful, conditions should U# 
•tabilized in the entire Middle East. 
And interna­ 
tional relations in the Middle East are likely to revolve 
around petroleum. 
The United States petroleum in­ 
dustry as a whole supports the 1945 treaty, which in 
effect parcels out the bulk of the Middle East oil 
supply between United States and British interests. 
The United States gets the lion’s share in the 
fabulously rich Saudi Arabian fields through a royalty 
compact with the government of th a t country. 
The 
British retain large Interests in Iraq and Iran, where 
Russia also asserts claims. 
The private American oil deals in the Near East 
have been backed by the State Departm ent, with the 
Idea th a t this oil is necessary to United States com­ 
mercial expansion as well as to enable W estern 
Hemisphere oil to be held in reserve for future mili­ 
tary contingency. 
Dwindling of domestic petroleum 
reserves has caused concern. 
Objections to the Anglo-American arrangem ent 
have not been directed at the treaty as such, but a t 
w hether this country is paying too high a price to 
dollars for its contracts. 


Spuds, Prices And Taxes 
To us this potato program of the Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent is confusing, to put it gently. 
W hatever 
happens, as usual the taxpayer foots the bill. 
First, the Government pays the spud-growers to 
£row potatoes. 
T hat’s to keep the price up. 
If the 
price stays up. naturally more spud-growers will grow 
more spuds. 
But then the Government gets so many spuds it 
has no place to put them. 
So naturally the spuds 
tot in the fields. 
Some get used for fertilizer. 
W hether you knew it or not, but last year the 
Government spent 80 million dollars on spuds. 
And 
nobody ate about IOO million bushels of them. 
T h at’s enough dollars to build a big warship. 
And enough potatoes to feed thousands of people who 
are starving in other parts of the world. 
Now this year the Government is paying potato- 
growers not to grow potatoes. 
Oh yes, you guessed 
correctly, the Government Is still paying to keep the. 
price up. 
Now* all we can make of this Is th at somewhere 
alone the line Congress must have repealed the plain 
arithm etic they used to teach in the public schools. 
Two and two used to make four—but with .such 
methods as the Government is using in the potato 
program, we're not even bure any more th at two and 
tv^, makes four.

A SKIN OUTBREAK WITH 
MANY VARIATIONS 
E 


RYTHEMA, or reddening of the 
skin, occurs In dozens of con­ 
ditions. 
Sunburn, chafing, and 
blushing are a few simple ex­ 
amples. There is also a dermatitis 
known as “erythema multiforme,’’ a 
phenomenon that is not too well 
understood. 
This inflamatory dis­ 
turbance is partial to young people 
and, as the name implies, is char­ 
acterized by a multitude of lesions 
which assume various sizes, shapes, 
shades, and charactertistics. 
In any one victim the blemishes 
may be numerous or sparse. They 
appear suddenly, sometimes 
as a 
pinhead, light red rash. Later, all 
the colors fit the rainbow may be 
noted as in a black-and-blue mark 
following a blow or bur inc. In many 
cases, 
swollen spots 
become In­ 
flamed looking or nodular, in a few, 
the patchestchange to blisters con­ 
taining water or pus. In some lesi­ 
ons in 
the center 
is depressed; 
others are levated. Various names 
have been given to the contours of 
the eruptions One 
type usually 
predominates but now and then all 
the different stages are exhibited e t 
the same time. Itching may or may 
not be present. Frequently rheu­ 
matic pains, fever, and general in­ 
disposition 
accompany 
the skin 
symptoms. 
The benign varieties are limited 
to the becks of the hands and feet, 
spreading gradually to the arms, 
legs, neck, and face. In more severe 
cases the mucous membranes of the 
nose, mouth, and eyes are attacked. 
As a 
rule, the 
eruption runs its 
course in two to four weeks but re­ 
currences are common especially in 
the spring and fall. 
In certain instances, the outbreak 
la associated with maladies in which 
the 
temperature 
rises 
such 
as 
measles, malaria, or typhus. 
In 
others, it follows the injection of 
serum or the use of drugs like quin­ 
ine, arsenic, salicylates, or iodine, 
with a few. it is looked upon as a 
surface manifestation of an intes­ 
tinal disorder—either infection, tox­ 
emia, or allergy. Many physicians 
believe th at it is related to purpura. 
H ie outlook is favorable in most 
patients. Lotions are soothing and 
some medical men prescribe a mer­ 
curial purge followed by a saline 
laxative. In the presence of intes­ 
tinal infection, an antiseptic or a 
vaccine prepared from the flora of 
the colon may be indicated. When 
arthritic pain is present aspirin and 
calcium 
are 
helpful. 
The diet 
should contain lean meat, fruit, 
cooked vegetables, and an abund­ 
ance of milk. Additional measures 
include the use of mouth washes, 
known as erythema multiforme,’* a 
the removal of all nests of germs, 
the promotion of elimination, and 
the avoidance of drugs that a r a 
likely to prove irritating. As resist­ 
ance is built up, the sufferer re­ 
turns to normal. 


Dingle and others recently point­ 
ed out the peculiarities of the ab­ 
normality and raise the question 
whether erythema multiforme is a 
disease in itself. In their experi­ 
ence, the severe form—involving tho 
mucous memberanes of the eyes, 
mouth, and other parts of the body 
—is a definite entity, probably in­ 
fectious in nature. It has not been 
possible to isolate any specific or­ 
ganism 
and in 
this respect they 
liken it to atypical pneumonia. In 
addition, the lungs of many victims 
show changes similar to those found 
in virus pneumonia.

There is no 
pain. 
REPLY 
Anything from hemorrhoids to 
cancer. Whenever bleeding occurs. 
it is imperative that the source be 
investigated. See your physician and 
insist on a thoro checkup. 


DISTORTED JOINT 
F. C. writes: Is surgery necessary 
for a Charcot joint? 
REPLY 
Yes, occasionally, if the disorder 
is far advanced. Many sufferers do 
well when the underlying syphilis 
is treated and the affected structure 
is supported by bandages or braces.

Mrs. Farley Was One Cause For RIH With FOR; Here's Why Truman Cabinet

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WASHINGTON. — There Is one 
thing genial, big Jim Farley forgot 
to mention in his illuminating Col­ 
lier’s confessions on how he broke 
with Franklin Roosevelt — namely 
Mrs. Farley. 
Bess Farley is a subject dear to 
Jim ’s heart and 
erne which he 
doesn’t like to talk about where the 
Roosevelts are concerned. But to 
those who watched Jim during the 
years he was in the New Deal, it 
is inescapable that Bess played a 
major role in his gradual drift away 
from “The Boss.” 
Mrs. Farley hated Washington 
and never hesitated to say so. She 
also disliked the Roosevelts, and 
was almost as indiscreet in her 
remarks abtut them as she was 
about Washington. 
She refused to live in the Nation s 
Capital, in fact was the only Cab­ 
inet wife who did not take her place 
here 
beside 
her 
husband. 
This 
forced Jim to be a commuter. At 
first he spent about Ave days a week 
in Washington, with two days in 
New 
York. 
Then 
he 
gradually 
drifted into 
spending 
about 
two 
days in Washington, sometimes less. 
True, New York politics was im­ 
portant. Also Jim toured the coun­ 
try a great deal. But the job of 
running a giant organization such 
as the Post Office Department, plus 
the Democratic National Committee, 
plus being an adviser to the Pres­ 
ident ordinarily requires 7-days-a- 
week concentration. 
And it .frequently happened that 
when FDR called intimate confer­ 
ences, 
Jim 
Farley 
last 
wasn't 
around.. 
He was up in New York 
with his family. 
More important than this. how­ 
ever, in the final Farley-Roosevelt 
break was the constant poison which 
Mrs. Farley poured into Jim ’s heart, 
plus the fact that FDR couldn’t 
help but know about this poison. 
Once when the Farleys were walk­ 
ing down 5th Avenue in New York, 
Bess pointed to a big, shiny black 
limousine. 
“Look at that!” she said. “T hat’s 
the kind of a car I would be riding 
in if you weren’t working for that 
ingrate. Instead, I’m walking!” 
Obviously, Jim couldn’t maintain 
two establishments in New York 
and Washington on a Cabinet offi­ 
cer’s meagre salary; and the more 
he went into debt, the more Bess 
Farley demanded that he leave 
Roosevelt. She kept harping home 
the idea that Jim had made Roose­ 
velt, that if it hadn’t been for Jim 
there wouldn’t be any Roosevelt, 
and that it was time Jim got away 
and let Roosevelt collapse. 
So, afterwhile, Jim Farley really 
got to believe that all this was true. 
That was one of the most import- 
any factors in the break between 
the two once great friends. 
Note—Though Farley complained 
that he was not invited to the 
White House socially, the real fact 
was that Mrs. Farley was seldom 
in Washington. 
lh addition, the 
Roosevelts knew all too well how 
Bern felt toward the President, and 
social gatherings under such cir­ 
cumstances don’t flourish. 
Fascist Report Suppressed 
Today the House Administration 
Committee will decide whether it 
is sufficiently interested in oppos­ 
ing Fascism to report to the full 
House of Representatives a recom­ 
mendation to print a Library of 
Congress study of “Fascism in ac­ 
tion.” So far the report has been 
blocked in committee. 
Last year a report on •’Commun­ 
ism in action” Was printed imme­ 
diately. And, despite COP economy 
talk. 48,000 copies were sent by GOF 
leaders to members of the Senate— 
and not at the Senators’ request. 
In 
contrast, 
some 
Republican 
members 
of 
the 
Administration 
Committee oppose printing the re­ 
port on Fascism on the grounds of 
economy. 
However, at least three Repub­ 
licans are anxious to vote for print­ 
ing the exposure of Fascism: Robert 
Corbett 
of 
Pennsylvania, Walter 
Riehlman of New York, and J. 
Caleb Boggs of Delaware. 
On the other hand, at least two 
Democrats seem to feel that the 


book insults good Americans by 
identifying Fascism with race pre­ 
judice and the lawlessness of tho 
KU Klux Elan. 
They are: Toby 
Morris of Lawton, Okla., and John 
Bell Williams of Raymond, Miss. 
Twenty-eight-year-old Williams, in­ 
cidentally, served as a pilot in the 
American Army that fought Fas­ 
cism—though he doesn’t seem too 
sure Fascism should be fought here 
at home. 
Inside Labor Bill Debate 
Inside debate among the Truman 
Cabinet regarding the Taft-Hartley 
Labor Bill started out with only two 
members vigorously opposed to the 
bill—Secretary of Labor JSchwellen- 
bach and Secretary of the Interior 
Krug. It ended with most of them 
opposed. 
One of the things that convinced 
them was a 5-point memo circulated 
by Schwellenbach. Before he went 
to Canada,-Truman had asked the 
Cabinet to give him the benefit of 
their individual views in writing, 
and the methodical Secretary of 
Labor did a masterful job. 
Another convincing factor was the 
testimony of Paul Herzog. Chair­ 
man of the National Labor Rela­ 
tions Board, who in a small meet­ 
ing of Cabinet and labor advisers 
last week, demonstrated how the 
Taft-Hartley Bill could throw in­ 
dustries into labor-relatkms chaos. 
At this meeting, the only adviser 
present 
who 
registered 
indirect 
approval of the bill was Secretary 
of Commerce Harriman, and he 
did so only by asking questions. He 
frankly admitted that he was under 
strong pressure from business in­ 
terests to urge the President to 
sign the bill, though actually he 
seemed fairly neutral. 
Why Veto? 
Here are some of the points raised 
by White House advisers in urging 
the President to veto: 
I. A total of 55.000 new labor elec­ 
tions would be held next year under 
the labor bill. Schwellenbach based 
this point on the fact that any one 


worker in a plant could call for an 
election to determine whether the 
union represented a majority of the 
workers. Thus a handful of stooges 
inside a plant could call election 
after election, stopping work and 
creating industrial hcaos. 
2. The labor bill does not prevent 
strikes, merely postpones them. And 
Secretary Krug made the point 
that the bill would help John L. 
Lewis. If Lewis’s miners walk out 
July I. as expected, the Taft-Hdfrt- 
ley Bill calls for an 80-day cooling- 
off period, which would put the coal 
strike into the cool weather when 
Lewis always prefers a strike. 
3. In regard to the threatened rail 
strike this summer, the Taft-H art­ 
ley Bill specifically exempts the rail­ 
roads. 
4. If any Congressman's name is 
criticized at a ufiion meeting, union 
officials are guilty of a felony. 
5. Union newspapers would not be 
permitted to print the voting record 
of a Congressman 
6. No union can hire a radio com­ 
mentator who discusses a Congress­ 
man up for re-election. In contrast, 
mast big business firms, together 
with the National Association of 
Manufacturers, use radio programs 
freely, including political commenta­ 
tors. The National Association of 
Manufacturers and Republic Steel 
once paid $20,000 to George Sokolsky 
while he was writing a column for 
the newspapers. 
7. The bill permits state labor 
laws to have priority over Federal 
laws. Schwellenbach claims this is 
unconstitutional. 
Other objections registered by the 
Secretary of Labor were: Tile bill 
is so loosely drawn it would result 
in endless litigation, with only the 
lawyers 
benefitting; 
no 
effective 
machinery for arbitration; too much 
power given to the General Coun­ 
sel of the NLRB; takes the Concilia­ 
tion Service away from the Labor 
Department.

By an immense education of the 
public—much of it organized and 
official on the part of the State 
Department and the Administration, 
much of it spontaneous and volun­ 
tary as well as bi-partisan — the 
country now understands what the 
"Truman doctrine” is. The proposed 
mechanism of it begins with ach­ 
ievement of economic cooperation, 
an integrated economic system, by 
the countries of Europe, to the end 
of recovery and productivity. To 
this, after it has been initiated by 
the European countries, we will con­ 
tribute with grants of funds and 
goods, we will give unstinted m a­ 
terial and moral help. 
In the phrase, “the countries of 
Europe” lies the present larger 
questionmark, for that phrase in­ 
cludes Russia. The relation of Rus­ 
sia—not only to the Truman doc­ 
trine but to every other effort to­ 
ward international cooperation, to­ 
ward the whole broad concept of 
“One World”—is a thing the Amer­ 
ican people must understand, and 
take as a basis for their thinking 
from now on. 
Officially our government a ssu m e s 
th a t’Russia will cooperate, and sin­ 
cerely wishes she would. To keep 
open the door to Russian coopera­ 
tion is a sustained determination of 
our government, “keep open the

WASHINGTON. June 18 — The 
Democratic Party in the House of 
Representatives • has 
decided 
to 
share with President Truman th# 
responsibility for refusing tax re­ 
duction to the American people. 
This means that the 1848 cam­ 
paign for the presidency and for 
congressional seats has begun and 
that the only way the people can 
get tax reduction is to elect a Re­ 
publican president and increase the 
Republican majority in both Houses. 
For if 
Mr. Truman's message 
means anything, it means that he 
will not favor tax reduction until 
"many uncertainties ’ have cleared 
up in the world and presumably 
alter America has poured more bil­ 
lions of government money into 
Europe 
It means also that the Democratic 
Party has taken the position of ap­ 
proving 
the 
Truman 
argument 
which frankly would penalize thrift 
and success and level downward all 
incomes of successful people so that 
salaries paid in the middle and 
higher bracket would be confiscated 
by higher taxes. 
The President said that the Re­ 
publican sponsored bill failed “lo 
give relief where it is mast needed ” 
Then he went on to say that a 
family with an income of $2,500 
would be given a saving of less 
than $30 while taxes on income of 
$50,000 would be reduced by nearly 
$5,000. He added that the $2,500 
family would get an Increase in 
"take home” pay of only 1.2 per 
cent while the family with an in­ 
come of $50,000 would receive an 
increase of 18.6 per cent. 
"Left Wincers” Argument 
Such an argument coming from 
Moscow and the “left wingers” of 
the world would not be surprising, 
but to find Mr. Truman arguing 
that wartime tax * rates mast be 
maintained 
permanently 
throws 
discouragement 
into * the 
whole 
group of enterprising individuals 
who possess the minds that create 
jobs in America. Mr. Truman re­ 
veals himself as 4 New Dealer and 
he out-Roosevelts the late president. 
For never did Mr. Roasevelt defend 
abnormally high tax rates in peace­ 
time. In 1939, for instance, the 


family with $2,500 income paid no 
taxes at all and the one with $50 - 
OOO income paid 17.2 per cent .a 
taxes. In 1946 this figure had gono 
up to 48.3 per cent in taxes on a 
$50,000 income, It was proposed 
under the Republican bill to make 
the tax rate about 38 6 per cent, 
which is still very hi°h in compar­ 
ison with 1939. These figures ar# 
based on a family of four 
Unless Mr Truman is planning to 
let millions and millions of families 
go back entirely to the 1939 rates— 
when they paid no taxe*-it would 
mean that the President intends to 
keep on penalizing and discouraging 
the people in the middle-incom# 
brackets. 
Even in the family where thee# 
was a $10,000 income rn 1939. th# 
tax rate was only 35 per cent 
w hereas it got up* to 18.7 per cent 
in 1946. It was proposed by the Re­ 
publican bill to make it 14 9 per 
cent. 
These reductions for the persona 
in the groups above $2,500 have no 
relationship wliatsoever to the rates 
under $2,500 because these 
very 
rates were changed disproportion­ 
ately during the war years. Mr. 
Truman says: 
“If H. R I (Ute Republican bell) 
were to become law. ’.he inequity 
of its provisions would be frozen 
into the tax structure ” 
What Doe* Truman Pisa 
Does Mr. Truman mean that B i 
plans to maintain wartime rates Bl 
peacetime and that he intends per­ 
manently to maintain a relationship 
whereby persona earning over $2,500 
a year are to be penalised with high 
rates? If he is against the proposed 
rates in the Republican bill. will h# 
ever allow tax reductions for per­ 
sons in income groups above $2,500? 
These are the questions the voters 
will have to consider seriously, and 
it looks as lf Mr. Truman wer# 
aspring for repudiation at the polls. 
For he can never again defend with 
sincerity or persuasiveness the sys­ 
tem of American free enterprise 
and encouragement of individual 
initiative without making everybody 
recall his class-conscious argument 
against tax reduction.

any real hope of cooperation by 
Russia. They are at this moment 
confused by the official attitude 
which goes on the assumption that 
cooperation is possible.

The whole of our attitude was 
put in words by Secret®ry of State 
Marshall in that a d d ress defining 
the Truman doctrine, which For­ 
eign Secretary Bevin of Great Bri­ 
tain said “may well rank as one of 
the greatest in the world's history.” 
Secretary Marshall said: “Any gov­ 
ernment that is willing to assist in 
the task of recovery will find full 
cooperation . . . on the part of the 
United States government.” But he 
added that “Governments, political 
parties, or groups which seek to 
perpetuate human misery in order 
to profit therefrom . . . will en­ 
counter the opposition of the United 
S tates” 
But a policy which hits two parts*, 
however exact a statement of it may 
be. nevertheless leaves the public 
vaguely suppasing that cooperation 
by Russia is at least a possibility. 
People tend to suppose that what 
they hope will come to puss But 
our people would be better served in

OST of the documents of 
Mr. Roosevelt's career have 
been dtspased to give him 
all the benefits of omission. 
Thus, they produced a human being 
who never erred, who never slipped, 
whase virtues were godlike and who 
possessed no frailties.

KEYSER, W. Va., June 18 — The 
inter-state overhead bridge between 
Keyser. W Va., and McCoole, Md., 


moved one step nearer a reality 
when the city council at Its regular 
session 
Tuesday 
authorized 
the 
signing of a contract with the dtate 
Road Commission, covering certain 
phases of the construction of the 
proposed bridge: 
I. 
The City will convey to the 
State Road Commission a portion of 
the city lot. at the corner of Cen­ 
ter and North Mineral Streets, need­ 
ed for rounding the comer for the 
approach to the bridge; in return 
the Commission will convey to the 
city the portion of the W. A. Welch 
lot not needed for the approach. 


2. Within three years the Commis­ 
sion will widen Center Street from 
Davis to Mineral Street to have a 
36-foot travel-way. 
3. The commission will definitely 
guarantee the established grades at 
the approach to the bridge. This 
will permit the city to proceed with 
the erection of the new City Fire 
Hall. 
4. The commission at no expense 
will remove and relocate the city 
scales. 
5. The city will install necessary 
traffic lights at the approach to the 
bridge.

Deportment of Public Welfare to-, 
day in an effort to keep IU budget 
for the needy within a $911,049 
monthly limit. 
W elfare costs last m onth were 
$939,455. 
J Milton Patterson, state director 
of the agency, said that in the past, 
the 24 local units of the department 
throughout the state have had a1-' 
mast as many different standards 
for clothing, shelter and mainte- 
nance. 
The new standards were made 
necessary to keep the welfare budget 


for the biennium starting July I 
within the $11,235,290 appropriation, 
Patterson said. 
The new procedure will eliminate 
the so-called "A” standard for food 
allowances to relief cases, and tho 
“B” standard will become statewide. 
The "B” plan allows 813.75 a 
month in food money for a moder­ 
ately active woman. 817 for a 13* 
year-old boy and $15.70 for a 13- 
year-old girl.

Complaints Pram Teen-ager* 
I have just read—or possibly per­ 
used is the more suitable w o rd - 
eleven essays w ritten by fourteen- 
year-old students in ninth grade at 
Straus Junior High School in Brook­ 
lyn on the subject "The Improve­ 
ment of Children’s Programs.” They 
were uniformly high-m inded essays, 
expressing stern disapproval of m ur­ 
der programs and imploring the 
broadcasters to devote more time 
to improving their characters and 
less time to "Captain Midnight.** 
"The (present) programs do not 
contribute anything to the m ental 
and physical up-bringing of the 
child," wrote one fourteen-year-old. 
"These programs do nothing to 
develop our character and to stim ­ 
ulate our m ental growth,** scolded 
another. 
"There should be a weekly broad­ 
cast devoted to teaching everyone 
racial and religious tolerance. This 
will enable them to grow up. work­ 
ing toward one goal of a ‘Democra­ 
tic World.’ where the word dis­ 
crimination will be unheard of, 
suggested another. 


These are all splendid sentim ents 
but I have grave doubts th at they 
are 
representative 
of 
the 
real 
thoughts of the adolescents who 
wrote them. Children learn early 
th at free speech is widly praised 
but rarely ever practiced in schools 
In fact, they are so thoroughly 
schooled in the art of expressing 
Bhat they are expected to think in 
place of what they really think th at 
many of them never get over it. 
Almost as one man and with a 
singular unanim ity of phrase, the 
boys and girls demanded of the 
broadcasters great works of litera­ 
ture, lessons in civics and geogra­ 
phy, religious programs, and dram a­ 
tizations of the lives of Shakespeare, 
Daniel Boone. W ashington Irving, 
Edgar Allen Poe*. Daniel Webster 
and Theodore Roosevelt (the most 
curious jumble of personalities in 
my memory.) That’s a list th at 
would gladden the heart of anyone 
in the Parent Teachers Association 
but would bring only a perfunctory 
and dutiful smile to any teen-ager 
of my acquaintance. 
However, among the group was 
one frank and unregenerate girl 
named Doris Bruckner who wrote: 
"Programs giving us fashion tips, 
tips about looks, how to dress and 
how to use makeup would help us 
now and would prepare us for later 
life. (Not a word about democracy 
or religion or civics, you notice). 
Programs dram atising the lives of 
movie stars and celebrities would be 
very interesting and entertaining. 
(No malarkey about Shakespeare 
or Daniel Webster here.) If we could 
have people leach teen-agers the 
latest dance steps it would be very 
helpful.” Doris, I take it, feels th at 
her moral and physical upbringing 
are already adequately taken care 
of. 


Mast of these teen-agers or teen­ 
ers as they call themselves—appear 
to have accepted without question 
the idea th at crime programs foster 
juvenile delinquency; they consider 
this a deplorable situation, but they 


also consider it as remote from 
themselves ss starvation in China. 
Juvenile delinquency is something 
th at happens to someone else, some­ 
one across the tracks probably. On 
the other hand several of them 
adm itted plausibly th at horror stor­ 
ies gave them bad dreams, which is 
undoubtedly true. 
Apart from the effort to please 
the teacher, or in spite of it, some 
of these boys and girls hold what 
sound like honest grievances.* All of 
them say there are too few pro­ 
grams designed for teen-agers. They 
feel th a t "Terry and the Pirates,” 
“Dick Tracy” and "The Lone R an­ 
ger” are for their kid brothers, not 
for them. Virtually all of them ask­ 
ed for news programs w ritten on 
their level and admitted th at pres­ 
ent news programs were over their 
heads. 
The kids like programs which 
feature people of their own age such 
as "A Date W ith Judy” and "Cor­ 
liss Archer" and wish there were 
more of them. One boy complained 
that comedy programs are not funny 
to youngsters. (A lot of them aren’t 
funny to adults either, junior). O n­ 
ly one cbmplained about commer­ 
cials.

Byrd Challenges 
Firemen To Start 
Education Work 


Cites Need For Fire 
Prevention Training 


FROSTBURG, June 18 — Inaug­ 
uration and encouragement of a 
greater program in Maryland for 
fire prevention education was flung 
out at a challenge to delegates at­ 
tending the opening session of the 
65th 
annual 
convention 
of 
the 
Maryland State Volunteer Firemen’s 
Association here this afternoon by 
Dr. H. C. Byrd, president of the 
University of Mary land 
Speaking on the same program 
with former Mayor Theodore R. Mc- 
Keldin. of Baltimore, Dr. Byrd de­ 
clared that no group of men in the 
alate is better qualified to launch 
and encourage such a program. 
He said that many teachers In 
public and private schools and uni­ 
versities have a notion they know 
all about fire prevention, but he in­ 
sisted that men in fire fighting 
groups who make •‘astonishing sac­ 
rifices’* to protect the homes and 
lives of Maryland citizens are better 
qualified to take the lead in fire pre­ 
vention education than are parents 
and teachers. 
Render Ald To Others 
Dr. Byrd referred to volunteer 
firemen as men with a “passionate 
desire" to render aid to others. It is 
sometimes hard to understand, he 
added, what great quality is in the 
hearts of these men that impels 
them to perform the heroic deeds 
they do when the property and 
lives of their fellow citizens are en­ 
dangered by fire. 
Henry Marschalk, Takoma Park, 
chairman of the Historical and Ar­ 
chives Committee of the association, 
came in for praise from Dr. Byrd for 
the work he is doing in compiling 
and assembling historical records 
and collecting equipment used by 
volunteer firemen of earlier days. 
The building of a museum to 
house these records and historical 
relics was termed a problem of the 
future by Dr. Byrd, who promised 
that when the proper time comes, 
the University of Maryland will use 
all of its influence to have such 
building erected. 
McKeldin’s address was an in­ 
spirational talk in which he em­ 
ployed stories and anecdotes to drive 
home his points concerning the 
achievements of men in the history 
of the nation who succeeded, by un­ 
selfish sacrifice and tireless effort, 
in becoming leaders in their chosen 
fields of endeavor.
